Detroit, June 4 <jp)—Dayton Dean, 


the Black Legion's "triggerman", an- 
nounced today, "I am going to plead 
guilty" to the kidnaping and murder 
of Charles A. Poole "as soon as they 
wllllet me." 


Dean maintained his 12 co-defen- 


danU bad recited "nothing but a 
pack of lies," but Harvey Davis, the 
man Dean named as the Black Le- 
,gion "Colonel" who gave the order 
to kill Poole, denounced him as a 
"gun craty lunatic." 


Davis, enraged by Dean's story in 


court Wednesday of how he flr/c 
eight bullets into Poole's body as the 
young WPA worker knelt defenseless 
before a mob of Black Legion men, 
hurled a volley of counter charges at 
the "executioner", but admitted that 
he was present when Poole was put 
to death in "punishment" for a false 
charge of wife beating. 


Davis 
charged, 
among

things, that Dean killed Poole with- 
out the sanction of the others in the 
mob, 
and that Dean "tricked" him 


into joining the Legion.

Davis said he was a "corporal", 


not a "colonel" In the terrorist or- 
ganization, and that "We only took 
Poole out there to talk to him about 
beating his wife and maybe scare 
him out of It."

. The joint session for city and vil 
iage clerks, Wednesday afternoon a 
foe Ulster County courthouse, was 
addressed by Dr. Alexander C. Flick 
state historian -.and -director of the 
division of archires and history, New 
York State Department of Educa- 
tion, Albany, on the subject, "Preser- 
vation of Municipal Records". 


Dr. Flick impressed the clerks 


with the Importance of the jobs as 
record keepers and archivists, whose 
duty it is to preserve historical facts 
so that they may be handed down to 
posterity. 
"The Empire State", he 


said, "is one of the most interesting, 
most romantic and important com- 
monwealths, ID the union." Then he 
showed how necessary it is to keep 
records by tracing the history of 
the state from the time It belonged 
to the Indians. 


Public records, private 
records, 


how to keep them and preserve them 
were touched on by Dr. Flick, whose 
talk followed the regular business 
session of the clerks, which was pre- 
sided over by President Guy M. 
Raines, city clerk of Canandaigua*. 


President Raines appointed several 


committees: the nominating comsy.t- 
tee—Thomas Kennedy of Syracuse, 
James Matthews of Ithaca, John Mc- 
Donald of Tuckahoe, George Richert 
of Niagara Falls, Walter Drucker of 
Kenmore; the resolutions committee 
—Joseph Murphy of Hastings and 
Edward H. Jackson of Scarsdale; the 
auditing committee—Richard Baird 
of Walden and Archibald Wands of 
Johnstown. The nominating commit- 
tee will report at the Thursday ses- 
sion when election of officers is to be 
held. 


President Raines spoke of- the 


"wonderful cooperation the associa- 
tion received from Edgar J. Demp- 
sey, Kingston's city clerk, in arrang- 
ing a luncheon at Golden Rule Inn 
for Thursday afternoon." The time 
of the luncheon Is 1 -p. m., previous 
to the meeting of the mayors, who 
are invited to dine with the clerks. 
After praising Mr. Dempsey, the pre- 
siding officer read the menu. Then 
he commented, "Now isn't that an 
attractive bill of fare."- One hu- 
morous members of the group said, 
"What, no spinach!" 


Clarence R. Nimmons of Johnson 


City, treasurer of. the association, 
suggested a revision of the constitu- 
tion and by-laws, declaring the pres- 
ent form out of date. 
He advised 


that the Job of treasurer and secre- 
tarj be combined-and that* salary 
be paid for the position, something 
like 10 or 15 per.cent of the mem- 
bership dues. "This would amount 
to only-abo«{ 130 a year/not a large.

Nimmons had forced upon him-the 
chairmanship of the committee for 
the revision of the constitution and 
by-laws. 


A school is- to be held during the 


convention for city and village clerks. 
An urge was made that all attend 
this school and ask any questions de- 
'sired about city government. 


Dr. Flick addressed the clerks as 


"Fellow archivists and historians.

Then the state historian traced the 


history of the state from the time 
it belonged to the Indians.

trossewfon of record keepers In Al- 
bany.

Of. Flick remiadlns the clerks that 


To protect record* 
against these destructive agencies 
Dr. Flick suggested fire-proof vault*' 
the best grade of rag paper, good 
ink and continual vigilance against 
the removal of records. from public 
offices by lawyers who forget to re- 
turn them*. 


To stress the point about good pa- 


per and ink. Dr. Flick said he recent- 
ly held in his hand a record made 
during the time of Governor Thomas 
Dongan, more than 250 -year* ago 
which was m legible a* It was when 
it -was written.

Control Measures. 


By means of a color plate illus- 


trating the circular. 
Dr. 
Huckett 


shows the different life stages of the 
Mexican, beon beetle and the nature 
of its feeding injury in such a way 
that It may be readily identified in 
[he field. In fact, the appearance of 
leaves that have been attacked by 
the bean beetle is especially char- 
acteristic of the insect, the injured 
leaves having a peculiar, skeleton- 
ized, lace-like appearance which is 
not likely to be confused with the 
damage inflicted by any otter.bean 
peit. 


Control measures include the use, 


wheneter practicable, 
of 
varieties 


that make rapid, vigorous growth 
and the selection of planting dates 
that will make it possible to dodge 
the periods of. greatest injury from 
the p«st during July and August. In 
the case of lima beans, dry beans, 
and other types of beans that require 
a lorif period to develop. Dr. Huckett 
recommends both spray 'and dust 
treatments with notes on preparing 
the spray-and dust formulas and on 
the types of equipment required" for 
effective dusting or spraying.

Engineers Hear About 
Unemployment Relief 
And City Building 


At the school for city and village 


nglaeers la the Governor Clinton 
Hotel this morning, the speakers 
were Colonel Oliver F. Allen, repre- 
senting Arthur S. Tattle, stats di- 
rector of the Federal Public Works 
Administration, and Clarence Post, 
chief of the WPA engineers. 


Col. Allen, a PWA engineer, spoke 


on the subject, "Municipal Construc- 
tion and Unemployment Relief", and 
Mr. Post discussed the various types 
of projects, which the Works Pro- 
gress Administration has approved 
and undertaken to operate. 


Col. Allen said as follows:

"In 1932" with the deepening of
